No loss of life 
is reported but 1,000 of tho 
population of 20,000 were 
rendercd homeless. : 

Tho centre of the town, including 


* the Secretariat, the Supreme Court, 
tho Legislative Council, the Re- 


gistry, the Customs, the Education, ] 


and the Health buildings were com- 
pletely gutted. 


AN grocery_and drug stores were 
destroyed. Tho St Lucia Library, 


the Carnegie bullding, the oMce and: 


printing works of the newspaper, 
“The Voice of St Lucia,” Barclays 
Bank, the Cable and Wircless offices 
and ao theatre were burnt to the 
ground, . 

The stricken town is threatened 
by serious food and supply short- 
nges, while the homeless are pre- 
senting an almost insuperable 
problem to the island's housing re- 
sources, difMflcult enough in normal 
times. 


TROOPS AID FIREMEM 


.The police—the town's only fire 
fighting foree—had Iittle chance of 
qeontroliing the fre owing to the 
low pressure ,of the water supply, 
alepleted by on unusually long 
drought:

This disaster ‘to Castrices—the 
second in 21 ycenrs—was even more

Washington, Juné 20.—Five thou- 
sand mililon dollars worth of Mar- 
shall ald goods will begin to flow 
to Europe almost at once ag the re- 
sult of President Truman's dramao- 
tle weekend victory in the Con- 
gressional battle over the European 
‘recovery programme. 

Only tho President's signature: is 
now necded to ‘set in motion the 
gigantic ald programme for Britain 
und Europe, launched by Mr George 
Marshall, the Sceretary of State, 
one year ogo and finally approved 
by Congress carly today. 

After the longest Senate sitting 
for 21 yenrs, the Scnate ond the 
House of Representatives voted ap- 
proval for nearly’ all the funds 


—thus ending the deadlock which 
began on June.4 when the House 
of Representatives Appropriations 
Commities voted to cut tho funds 
by about 26 per cent for the first 
yenr. 

A jolnt conference commiltee of 
both Houses had carller agreed to 
restore the cuts.

Martin has not waged an active 
campaign for the presidency. He 
wis, recommended to favourabic 
national attention by 28 Pennsyl- 
vanin members of the House 
Representatives.

-] Presidential campaign united under 
the leadership of a candidate strong 
in patriotism, effective in adminis- 
tration and steadfast in courage to 
assure the United States its rightful 
place in the world.” 


REPUBLICAN TERR!ITORY 

A remote possibility of Martin’s 
selection as Vice + Presidential 
nominee has not been * ellminated, 
however, because of the powerful 
influence of Pennsylvania in national 
politics, and the determination’ of 
Pennsylvania Republicans to restore 
the state of Pennsylvania to the 
Republican column next December. 
Although Pennsylvania was always 
regarded os. “Republican territory” 
after the war between the states in 
the 1860's, it gave a Democratic
